Floyd Woodward, Atlanta’s will o’ 
the wisp fugitive, whose long trail 
has led into almost every part of the 
nation during the more tnan a decade 
since his abrupt disappearance on 
the exposure of his huge bunco syn- 
dicate here, Sunday was said to he 
near arrest in Cincinnati, Ohio, where 
police believed they had him located. 

News of the possible whereabouts 
of Woodward, sought for murder as 
well as for his bunco activities, was 
received at the Atlanta police station 
in a telegram from Cincinnati de- 
téectives who asked if Woodward is 
wanted in this city. 

Called on long distance, Cincinnati 


detectives said that Woodward is hot | 


yet under arrest, but they believe 
that they can lay their hands on 
him “if he is wanted in Atlanta.” 


Police here immediately dispatched a 
telegram asking for his arrest and 
detention. 

Woodward was believed to have 
heen located several months ago in 
the west, but was said to have slipped 
through the carefully laid net of fed- 
eral and state officers. He has been 
reported at. various times in many 
places, with postoffice inspectors and 
other ofifcers close on his heels. 

Always Forestalled Capture. 

Elusive as an eel, Woodward has 
always managed to forestall capture, 
and Atlanta police Sunday night were 
hoping that if the man in Cincinnati 
really is Woodward, he would he 
nabbed before any indication of his 
peril is received by him. Cincinnati 
detectives said over long distance that 
they would make an immediate “pull” 
for him.

He forced Loretta into his bed- 
room, pointed the gun at her and 
pulled the trigger. The gun failed 
to discharge. en suddenly he placed 
the shotgun into the hands of the 
terrified girl with the words, “No, 
I guess you'd better kill me _ before 
someone else does. You kill me or 
I'll kill you.” 

Fear-stricken, Loretta, took the gun. 


“Then Oliver stood against’ the 
wall,” Loretta said. “I tried to shoot, 
but the gun wouldn’t work. He came 
over and pushed the safety catch, 
then went back against the wall and 
told me to shoot him and then shoo 
myself,” % 

Loretta pulled the trigger, ran from 
the room as Day fell, and with her 
brother dashed to the sister's home. 
When authorities arrived they found 
Schmitz dead and Day dying from 
a wound in the abdomen.

LUMP SUM OFFER 
FROM U.S. ON DEBT 
REPORTED IN PARIS 


French Capital Hears 
America Would Be Will- 
ing To Call Accounts 
Square for $2,132,000,000 


PARIS, May 7.—(UP)—A new 
American plan for a final lump sum 
payment to end the French war debt 
to the United States hag been ca- 
bled to Finance Minister Georges 
Bonnet by Emmanuel Monick, French 
financial attache in America, it was 
learned tonight. 

French sources said the plan was 
“entirely informal,” and regarded it 
as an effort to sound out French 
opinion. on such a move. 

The plan envisages abolition of the 
| Principal and interest payments un- 
'der the Mellon-Berenger debt settle- 


/ ment signed in 1926, the United 
Press was informed. 

It would substitute one final pay* 
ment consisting of 30 per cent in 
cash and the rest in marketable 
| bonds. 

Monick’s cable was not clear re- 
garding the total lump sum to be 
paid in settling the French war debt, 
the officials said, and Bonnet, after 
consulting with Premier Edguard Da- 
ladier, requested clarification. 

However, it was rumored that the 
United States plan indicated a sum 
of 45,000,000, francs (about 
$2,132,000,000 at current exchange) 
would be acceptable, This is less

They pointed out that the govern- 
ment would have dificulty in rais- 
ing sufficient gold for the lump pay- 
ment under these conditions, Fur- 
thermore, they feared that huge gold 
exports now might endanger the franc, 
which is still on the gold standard.

Rahy, of Santa Fe, N. M., who has 
been appointed assistant to Solicitor 
Nathan R. Margold, of the depart- 
ment of the interior, is a native of 
Rome, Ga., where he received his 
early education at the public schools.

GEORGIA FARMERS WIN 
PRIZES. FOR PROFITS 


ATHENS, Ga. May 7.—(P)— 
Twenty-eight Georgia farmers have 
been paid twice for proving that it 
doesn’t take boom-time prices to make 
not only a good living but ready 
money as well out of the soil. 

They neid themselves with profits 
ranging up to 50 per cent on their 
investments, and got a second fe- 
turn in the form of cash awards as 
winners of a profitable farming con- 
test sponsored by the Georgia State 
College of~ Agriculture. The college 
promoted the contest to prove its con- 
tention that there is profit for the 
farmer, even now, if he will use his 
head as well as his hands. The Geor- 
gia Power Company put up the cash 
for the awards, $1, 

Officials of the college said that 
every one of the winners showed 
a substantia] income in 1932 espite 
conditions which have redu Geor- 
gia’s aggregate farm income 35 per 
cent and cut the national farm 
revenue to the lowest point on rec- 
ord. They said the showing was the 
result of farming programs based on 
something «t which to work and some- 
thing to sell, at all times. 

First prize of $100 for the state 
at large went to A. H, Jennings, of 
Sumter county, who made $3,423, or 
40.61 per cent on his investment of 
$8,426 in a 140-acre farm. He also 
received the $109 first prize for his 
district. His biggest profit item was 
$1.385. from thoroughbred swine. 

Jennings’ profit reentage was 
topped by that of . A; Akins of 
Bulloch county. one of the district 
winners of $100, who made 50.27 per 
eent, but Jennings came out ahead on 
other divisions of thg scoring table. 
Other ‘istrict first places went 
H. 0. Stephens, of Fulton county. 
with a profit of cent, and 
E. O. Cabaniss; of Ogle 
with 14.92 per cent.

It provides for the creation of a 
public works administrator, who 
would apportion half of the total for 
such projects, incliding naval con- 
struction, with the remainder to be 
allotted to state dnd municipal gov- 
ernments. 

The magnitude of the program has 
yet to be decided upon, but in author- 
itative sources it is estimated at be- 
tween $1,500,000,000 and $2,000,000,- 
000, with an initial bond issue of 
Secretary Swanson has recommend- 
ed that under the measure there be 
included 32 war vessels—an aircraft 
carrier, destroyers, submarines and 
airplanes. Under the present lan- 
guage of the proposal, -however, this 
would be optional with the chief exec- 
utive.

“On a Sunday night a week after 
my inauguration I. used the radio 
to tell you about the banking crisis 
and the measure we were takifig to 
meet it. I think that in that way 
I made clear to the country various 
facts that might otherwise have 
been misunderstood and in general 
provided a means of understanding 
which did much to restore confi- 
dence, 

“Tonight, seven. weeks later, I 
come for the second time to give 
you my report—in the same spirit 
and by the same means to tell you 
about what we have been doing and 
what we are planning to do. 

“Two months ago we were facing 
serious problems. The country was 
dying by inches. It was dying be- 
cause trade and commerce had de- 
clined to dangerously low levels; 
prices for basic commodities were 
such as to destroy the value of the 
assets of national institutions such 
as banks, savings banks, insurance 
companies and others. These insti- 
tutions, because of their great needs, 
were foreclosing mortgages, calling 
loans, refusing credit. ug there 
was actually in process of destruc- 
tion the property of millions of peo- 
ple who had borrowed money on that 

roperty in terms of dollars which 
ad an entirely different value from 
the level of March, 1933. ‘That sit- 
uation in that crisis did not call 
for any complicated consideration of 
economic panaceas or fancy plans.

FRANCE PLANS TRADE MEET. 

Further indication of the inten- 
sive plans already under foot by the 
large commercial nations of Europe 
to capture as large a part as pos- 
sible of the international trade, 
which has disappeared during the 
past four years of depression, is to 
be found in the call for an eco- 
nomic conference in Paris at an 
early date to be attended by rep- 
resentatives of her colonies and the 
nations with which she has trade 
treaties. 

France’s far-flung protectorates 
give her an empire second only to 
that of Great Britain. Her colonies 
include the huge territory compris- 
ing French West Africa, French 
Indo-China, Madagascar, French 
Somaliland and the islands of St. 
Pierre and Miquelon off the Cana- 
dian coast. 

In addition to these protectorates, 
France now has ‘favorable’ trade 
treaties, as the result of loans she|t#¢ Jaw making possible the em- 
has granted, with Poland, Rumania, |Ployment of federal prisoners at 
Hungary, Austfia,: Czecho-Slovakia, productive labor. - om. 
Turkey, Belgium and Spain. Thus 
her trade empire *runs in an un- 
broken line from the southern bor- 
der of Russia in Europe into the 
heart of Africa. 

Last year the trade between 
France and her overseas possessions, 
which virtually belt the globe and 
have a population of.more than 60,- 
000,000 amounted toa half billion 
dollars, It is significant of her 
trade-increasing efforts that in a 
year when the foreign trade of 
ever other nation was decreasing, 
this half-billion-dollar business rep- 
resented an increase of nearly 25 
per cent over that of the previous 
12-month period. 

The Paris conference will resem- 
ble, in many ways, the Ottawa con- 
ference staged by the integral na- 
tions of thé British Empire in the 
early part of last year. Its pri- 
mary purpose will be the same— 
the increase of trade between colo- 
nies and their mother country, and, 
in the case of France, with the na- 
tions with which she has trade 
treaties. 

The increase in trade between 
England and her dominions and 
France and her protectorates will 
be felt chiefly by the United 
States. As our world trade has in- 
creased during the past decade and 
a half, our raw materials and manu- 
tactured commodities have battled 
for supremacy with the products of 
the dominions of Great Britain and 
the colonies of France, assuming 
gradually a commanding position. 

During the discussions between 
President Roosevelt and representa- 
tives of the chief nations of the 
world, now being held in Washing- 
ton, the unhealthy effect on world 
conditions generally of trade treaties 
by France and Great Britain that 
would handicap our free participa- 
tion in the free flow of world trade, 
will undoubtedly be stressed, espe- 
cially in view of the announcement 
of the forthcoming Paris conference. 

There is probably but little dan- 
gér, in view of the universally real- 
ized necessity for an uninterrupted 
rehabilitation of world trade that 
the ‘depression may te definitely 
overcome, that serious attempts will 
be made to freeze the United States 
out of any of the chief marts of the 
world. Our exporters and their 
financial backers shouid act with- 
out delay, as have those of Great 
Britain and France, with the back- 
ing of their respective governments, 
to meet the requirements of suc- 
cessful competition when the nor- 
mal flow of international commerce 
begins to materialize again.

Pointed Out. 

“There were just two alternatives: 
The first was to allow the foreclos- 
ures to continue, credit to be with- 
held and money to go. into hiding 
and thus forcing liquidation and 
bankruptcy of banks, railroads and 
insurance companies and a recapi- 
talizing of all business and all prop- 
erty on a lower level. This alter- 
native meant a continuation of 
what is loosely called ‘deflation, 
the net result of which would have 
been extraordinary hardship on all 
property owners and, incidentally, 
extraordinary hardships on all per- 
sons working for wages through an 
increase in unemployment and a fur- 
ther reduction of the wage scale. 

“It is easy to see that the result 
of this course would have not only 
economic effects of a various sefi- 
ous nature but social results that 
might bring incaleuable harm. Even 
before I was inaugurated I came to 
the conclusion that such a policy 
was too much to ask the American 
people to bear. It involved not only 
a further loss of homes, farms, sav- 
ings and wages but also & loss of 
spiritual values—the loss of that 
sense of security for the present 
and the future so necessary to the 
peace and contentment of the indi- 
vidual and of his family. When you 
destroy these things you will find it 
difficult to establish confidence of 
any sort in the future. It was clear 
that mere appeals from Washington 
for confidence and the mere lending 
of more money to shaky institu- 
tions could not atop this downward 
course. 


“A prompt program applied as 
quickly as possible seemed to me 
not only justified but imperative to 
our national security. The congress, 
and when I say congress I mean the 
members of both political parties, 
fully understood this and gave me 
generous and intelligent aupeer™ 
The members of congress realized 
that the methods of normal times 
had to be replaced in the emergency 
by measures which were suited to 
the serious and pressing require- 
ments of the moment.

Con- 
gress still retained its constitution- 
al authority and no one has the 
slightest desire to change the bal- 
ance of these powers.

“It is wholly wrong to call the 
measures that we have taken gov- 
ernment control of farming, control 
of industry, and control of trans- 
portation.

Here is 
where government comes‘in. Gov- 
ernment ought to have the right and 
will have the right, after surveying 
and planning for an industry to pre- 
yent, with the assistance of the over- 
whelming majority of that industry, 
unfair practice and to enforce this 
agreement by the authority of gov- 
ernment. 

“The so-called anti-trust laws were 
intended to prevent the creation of 
monopolies and to forbid unreason- 
able profits to those monopolies. 
That purpose of the anti-trust laws 
must be continued, but these laws 
were never intended to encourage 
the kind of unfair competition that 
results in long hours, starvation 
wages and overproduction. 

“The same principle applies to 
farm products and to transportation 
and every other field of organized 
private industry.

Atlanta Zoologist Will Attend _ 
Scientists’ Meeting at Harvard 


H. A. Carter, vertebrate zoologist 
of Atlanta, left for Boston Saturday, 
where he will attend the annual meet- 
ing of the American Society of Mam- 
malogists to be held today at the 
biological institue at Harvard Uni- 


versity. 

The purpose of the trip, Mr. Car- 
ter said, is to interview such scien- 
tists as Raymond Ditmars, of New 
York, and Dr. Thomas Barbour, who 
is in charge of the Harvard Museum 
of Comparative Zoology, and present 
his findings to them and have them 
confirmed. 

For the past three years Mr. Car- 
ter has been studying Georgia rep- 
tiles with special attention to snakes. 

Comparatively little is-known in 
Georgia about herpetology, or the 
study of cold-blood land vertebrates 
such as reptiles and amphibians, frogs, 
salamanders, snakes, lizards, alliga- 
tors and turtles, Mr. Carter said. 

“The earliest work of this kind,” 
he said, “was done by Dr. Holbrook, 
of South Carolina, in 1840. r. A, 
Wright, of Cornell University, pub- 
lished a book on the frogs of the 
Okefinokee swamp, which is the last 
word on that subject. 

“Georgia is an important field for 
this work, because it has gradations 
of life ranging from semi-tropical con- 
ditions to those prevailing in the 
higher temperate zones.” 

Animals of these zones differ wide- 
ly, Mr. Carter added. Living condi- 
tions, sueh as moisture and tempera- 
ture,-limit them to lecal distribution. 
To get an understanding of their evo- 
lution it is necessary to know the life 
histories and requirements of the en- 
vironments. 

“Such investigations are 
complete,” Mr. Carter said.

now scientists are studying means to. 


neutralize the effect of poison in 
snakes. The coastal plane of Georgia 
and South Carolina abounds in poi- 
sonous snakes. The effect of the poi- 
son, however, is slow, and usually 
first aid methods prevent a fatal out- 
come.” 

Water mocassins, rattlers, and, in 
the neighborhood of Atlanta, copper- 
heads, are the three varieties of poi- 
sonous snakes, Mr. Carter added. e 
copperhead is the least dangerous of 
the lot. 

“In fact, snake bites cause only 
32-10,000 of 1 per cent of deaths,” 
he said. 

Mr. Carter, who still is in his early 
twenties, has followed the study of 


zoology since he was a child. He 
first gave his attention to insects, 
going from that into mammals and 
reptiles. He is now devoting his en- 
tire time to research along this line.

CHURCHILL DOWNS, May 7.—When three Kentucky 
horses came home to sweep the Kentucky Derby field Satur- 
day afternoon at Churchill Downs, it was not only a triumph for 
that distinguished gentleman, Colonel E. R. Bradley, whose Idle 
Hour Farm is the most famous in the turf world, but it was a 
triumph for the land of the Blue Grass. 

There is no land like the Blue Grass for running horses. 
The Blue Grass section begins in Bourbon county and extends 
on down through Kentucky and into the Cumberland plateau 
past Nashville, Tenn. 

The grass is blue because of ‘the limestone in the soil. It 
isn’t really blue, of course, but so lush is it and so deep a green 
that there is no other grass like it. 

There are two things which are not perfect unless 
they have limestone water. And that is Bourbon whisky 
and race horses. The Bourbon whisky does not have 
the real Bourbon taste unless it is made with water 
from the Blue Grass section. It was originated in Bour- 
bon county, Kentucky, and the race horse foals are not 
as good as they might be unless they get the limestone 
water and grass. It gives them big strong bones and 
powerful bodies. 

The Idle Hour Farm is in Fayette county, which is in the 
very heart of the Blue Grass. 

Four Derby winners, two of them in succession, might indi- 
cate that the Blue Grass and the limestone are potent factors 
in building horse flesh. . 


THE JOCKEY FEUD. 

Movies of the Kentucky Derby are expected to show just 
what. really happened when Don Meade and Herb Fisher, 
jockeys on Broker’s Tip and Head Play, respectively, staged 
their brief but dramatic battle of wits and hands as their horses 
were rushing down the stretch. 

The struggle down the stretch was followed by a near fight 
in. the jockeys’ dressing quarters. Herb Fisher, whose mount, 
Head Play, was nosed out at the finish, tried to avenge the 
loss with his fists. 
| The grim-faced Meade had only this to say, that

Never has a Kentucky Derby 
touched off such a swell of debate, 
and in some cases recrimination, vi- 
tuperation and violence on the part 
of partisans unable to agree on 
whether Broker’s Tip or Head Play 
was the better horse, despite the offi- 
cial verdict of the judges giving the 
verdict to the Bradley colt. 


A principal point at issue con- 
cerned the riding tactics of the two 
leading jockeys, Don Meade on 
Broker's Tip and Herb Fisher on 
Head Play.

Their arrival with their cotton- 
frocked princesses for the beginning of 
the carnival will be.the signal for the 
starting of the first pageant, a huge 
outdoor spectacle depicting DeSoto's 
discovery of the Mississippi river 
near Memphis. : 

The celebrations will end Friday 
with a grand parade, street.dancing 
and a formal royal ball.

NEW ORLEANS, May 7.—@)— 
Trading has been more active in the 
cotton market during the past week 
than for a long time. 

There was not only rather liberal 
trade buying and price fixing, but 
also considerable general speculation 
and much profit-taking and liquida- 
tion. The fresh .buying all times 
was sufficient to absorb these offer- 
ings at comparatively moderate reac- 
tions.

The sharp advance in prices which 
kept up steadily from day to day 
was stimulated by acceptance by the 
house of representatives of the sen- 
ate’s currency infiation proposals and 
the certainty of early enactment of 
the entire farm relief measure with 
inflationary proposals.

There was a very active demand 
for spot cotton during the week, stim- 
ulated by the higher price level.

SHOW RECORD RISE 


Activity Leaps 4 Points 
During Week To Reach 
33 Per Cent Mark. 


CLEVELAND, May 7.—(/)—The 
iron and steel works markets attained 
“elmost runaway proportions” last 
week when the steel operating rate 
jumped four points to 33 per cent of 
capacity—the highest since August 
18, 1931—the magazine Steel said 
today: 

In the course of its review the 
magazine said May automobile produc- 
tion at probably 200,000 units would 
represent a 60 per cent rate of activ- 
ity with 1924-0 as average. Lake 
Superior iron ore shipments in April 


were up nearly 89 per cent over April, 
a year ago, it was noted. 


The magazine said scrap prices lift- 
ed as much as $1.50 a ton on top of 
previous large advances. and that some 
automobile manufacturers covered 
their finished steel requirements into 
third quarter. 

“Continued buying of an extensive, 
general character, mainly for immedi- 
ate consumption, raised the operating 
rate in the ngewe (W. Va.) dis- 
trict 11 points to 61 per cent; in 
Greater Cleveland 7 points to 48 per 
cent; Youngstown 3 points to 33; 
Buffalo 3 to 38; Pittsburgh 1 to-22; 
Philadelphia 1-2 point to 15 1-2 per 
cent. 

“Further gain in steel ingot pro- 
duction is indicated for this week, 
especially at Youngstown, and the 
rate may go to 4l.... 

“Pig iron production in April at a 
daily rate of 20,770 gross tons, rep- 
resented a lift of 18.8 per cent over 
March.

and considerably in excess of the 
usual seasonal movement at this time. 
While the traffic movement was 18.- 
521 cars or 3.3 per cent lower than 
the like 1932 week it was the small- 
est reduction below a like period of 
a preceding year since 1930. 

The most significant detail of the 
week's traffic report was the increase 
in miscellaneous freight which spurt- 
ed 21,052 cars above the previous 
wek and 6,573 cars ahead of the 
corresponding week of 1932. Grain, 
ore, coke and livestock loadings were 
also ahead of a year ago, but mer- 
chandise in  less-than-carload lots, 
coal and forest products showed de- 
clines. 

Electric power output also reflect- 
ed the same progressive improvement, 
the weekly decrease of 1.8 per cent 
in kilowatt hours from last year was 
the smallest such decline for many 
months, a direct reflex of the wider 
demand of general business. 

Trade reports indicate that busi- 
ness has undoubtedly been stimulated 
by the mere talk of inflation. There 
has already been a rise in the retail 
price of some commodities and gales 
continue at a high level. Activity in 
wholesale markets is above the normal 
seasonal level but the disposition is 
to move cautiously, according to Dun 
& Bradstreet, because of the inability 
to gauge future price trends in the 
face of a dearth of definite informa- 
tion as to the administration's plans 
for controlled inflation.

Urban League Bulletin 


“Choosing the Right Vocation” is 
the mobilizing slogan of the vocational 
opportunity campaign of the Atlanta 
Urban. League, which is a part of 
the general campaign fostered by the 
National Urban League from May 7 
to May 14. 

Sunday, May 7, was designated as 
“Vocational Sunday.” Sermons were 
preached in the churches. on sone 
texts lending themselves to “looking 
ahead, planning for the future.” 

The campaign is departmentalized 
into activities of subcommittees. The 
industrial committee is arranging with 
a number of employers of negro la- 
bor, to bring before the negro em- 
ployes, at their noon hour, physicians 
and laymen who will discuss the re- 
lation of physical and mental effi- 
ciency to the security on the job. Pam- 
phlets on “How to Hold Your Job” are 
being prepared and will be generously 
distributed among the negro laborers. 
A committee on vocational guidance 
will conduct a round-table seminar in 
the various schools on occupational 
choices and vocational selections. A 
committee on bibliography is collect- 
ing for distribution, pamphlets, sheets, 
books, magazines and other material 
for general distribution. 

These annual vocational campaigns 
have not only served to call attention 
of the negro workmen to the necessity 
of increasing his efficiency in order 
to hold his job, but they also serve 
to keep before the employer and the 
public the fact that megroes are a 
part of the wage-earning population 
of the nation, and should not be left 
out of the picture whenever employ- 
ment opportunities are made avail- 
able. 

Talks are made in chapels of edu- 
cational institutions, at mass meet- 
ings, in churches and public halls, 
before the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Rotary, Civitan and Kiwanis Clubs, 
and over the radio, by prominent 
white and colored speakers in most of 
the large industrials centers and ur- 
ban communities throughout the na- 
tion, this week. 

After two days of judging, plan- 
ning and extending their organization, 
the annual conference of New Farm- 
ers of Georgia, an organization of 
negro students of vocational agricul- 
ture, closed their annual district con- 
ference at the Georgia State Indus- 
trial College, Saturday, April 29. The 
students and teachers of vocational 
agriculture attending the conference 
came from 13 counties in southeast 
Georgia. This meeting was one of a 
series of four to be sponsored by the 
division of vocational education of the 
state department of education during 
the month of May in various parts of 
the state.
